More than 700 families in 
Kingston have applied to 
send their children to the 
borough’s first free school 
next year. 

And that is despite the fact 
a planning application to 
build the school is yet to 
be submitted to Kingston 
Council 

The Kingston Academy, at 
the site of the former North 
Kingston Centre in Rich¬ 
mond Road, has so far re¬ 
ceived 711 in-borough 
applications for its first in¬ 
take in September 2015, with 
out of borough applications 
still yet to be counted. 

It means that at least 500 
families are likely to be left 
disappointed, as only 180 
year 7 places are available in 
the first year. 

But headteacher Sophie 
Cavanagh said: “We are 
oversubscribed, which is a 


fantastic position to be in in 
year one. 

“Some parents will be dis¬ 
appointed - that’s the case 
with most schools. 

“There is nothing unusual 
about our admissions criteria 
- it will be distance that will 
be the deciding factor.” 

Kingston Academy will be a 
co-educational, non-selective 
and non-faith school with six 
forms of entry for 11 to 
18-year-olds. 

The free school bid was put 
forward by Kingston Educa¬ 
tional Trust, which includes 
Kingston College, Kingston 
University and Kingston 
Council. 

Kingston College principal 
Peter Mayhew-Smith said: 
“We’re delighted that 
Kingston Academy has creat¬ 
ed such a high degree of in¬ 
terest from families in the 
area. 

“Above all, this is their 
school and we will be able to 
ensure that it is genuinely an 
excellent local school for 
local people, which was

always our ambition.” 

But Councillor Liz Green, 
leader of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat opposition, said she was 
worried about the lack of a 
planning application. 

She said: “It is good that 
people have faith in the 
academy, but it is just 
my worry about the 
process happening in a 


timely manner. 

“How is it going to open in 
September without a plan¬ 
ning application?” 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “The plan¬ 
ning application is down to 
the Education Funding Agen¬ 
cy (EFA) and has been all 
along. 

“But they have guaranteed 
that a school will be open at 
that site in September. 

“It would have been fantas¬ 
tic to have a brand new 
school building to open in 
September, but that’s clearly 
not the way the Department 
for Education and EFA open 
schools any more.” 

Kenneth Dunston, of Latch- 
mere Lane, hopes to send his 
son to the school. 

He said: “It is difficult for 
parents to take a leap of faith 
for a new school, but I went to 
the open day and it was abso¬ 
lutely packed. 

“I’m not surprised it is 
oversubscribed. It just shows 
how much the area needs an¬ 
other school.”

Commuters could be whisked 
to Waterloo on double-decker 
trains as part of Network Rail 
plans to accommodate mil¬ 
lions of extra passengers over 
the next 30 years. 

Ideas the group is consider¬ 
ing, alongside South West 
Trains (SWT), also include 
extra tracks between Sur¬ 
biton and Clapham Junction 
and increasing speed limits to 
125mph on main commuter 
routes outside London - but 


watchdog groups have said 
value for commuters’ money 
must be a priority. 

A new public consultation 
was launched this week and 
will run for three months, al¬ 
lowing passengers to air their 
views on what should be done 
to bolster an often unreliable 
and overcrowded service. 

Tim Shoveller, representing 
National Rail and SWT, said: 
“The plans we are proposing 
in this study mean we will be 
able to cope with a forecast 
growth of 40 per cent on main 
line services over the next 30 
years. 

“We are also looking at what 


kind of improvements we can 
offer in reliability and fre¬ 
quency by introducing new 
technology. 

Revamped services in the 
“Wessex route” area - includ¬ 
ing Kingston, Hampton Court 
and Epsom - could link in 
with Crossrail 2, according to 
details released on Friday. 

A number of changes to sig¬ 
nalling are also mooted. 

The proposals may go some 
way to appease travellers who 
routinely suffer shorter-than- 
expected trains, delayed ser¬ 
vices and signalling problems. 

A spokesman for London 
TravelWatch said: “Proposals 


for double-decker trains 
would address capacity is¬ 
sues, as will increased fre¬ 
quency of suburban rail 
services, something we have 
been advocating for a number 
of years. 

“But all this needs to be 
tempered by ensuring passen¬ 
gers get value for money 
which has to be a short term 
priority.” 

Martin Abrams, from the 
Campaign for Better Trans¬ 
port, said: “We welcome 
Network Rail’s consultation 
not only because this network 
includes some of the most 
overcrowded routes in the 


country, but also because the 
Department for Transport ap¬ 
pears to be measuring over¬ 
crowding differently. 

“The space per person al¬ 
lowed on South West Trains 
before a train is overcrowded 
is half that of everywhere 
else. 

“This may be masking the 
real problems faced by com¬ 
muters on this network and 
we need a proper strategy to 
give passengers a more 
comfortable and pleasant 
journey.”

Holidaymakers have been left 
£20,000 out of pocket after a 
Christian tour operator can¬ 
celled a planned Mediter¬ 
ranean cruise and stalled on 
refunds. 

New Malden-based Living- 
Sun Holidays had scheduled 
a 10-day trip taking in 
Turkey, Greece and Israel 
from October 13. 

But just 10 days before the 
ship was due to set sail, the 
company cancelled the 
cruise, citing political insta¬ 
bility in the region leading to 
a drop in cruise passengers. 

A letter from director Bob 
Fleming to customers said: 
“The cancellation of the 
cruise has left us in a difficult 
financial situation - we have 
considerable costs which are 
irrecoverable for us and 


while we fully accept this is 
our problem to resolve, it 
means we simply do not have 
enough cash at the moment 
to start the refund process.” 

Speaking to the Kingston 
Guardian Mr Fleming said he 
owed about 18 people a total 
of £20,000 which he hoped to 
pay back by the end of the 
month. He claimed the trip 
was booked with Thomson 
Cruises, who had not paid 
back money to his company 
along with other excursion 
agencies, causing a ripple in 
the refund system. 

But a statement from 
Thomson Cruises said: 
“Thomson Cruises is ex¬ 
tremely concerned that Liv¬ 
ingSun Holidays has been 
engaging in promotional ac¬ 
tivities using the Thomson 
Cruises trademark, as no per¬ 
mission has been granted for 
this use. 

“Thomson Cruises does not 
have, and has never had, any

association with LivingSun 
Holidays and no booking for 
this cruise was passed to us 
by LivingSun Holidays.” 

Mr Fleming responded: 
“We did successfully take a 
group to Israel with Thom¬ 
son in April so I should be 
sorry if they have forgotten 
about us so soon.” 


Gospatric Home, 81, was set 
to go on the cruise with his 
wife Diana. 

He is currently waiting for 
a £2,490 refund from Living¬ 
Sun Holidays. 

He said: “It is a crazy saga. 
The money we all paid was 
not held in an escrow ac¬ 
count. If it had been then he 
could have repaid it all to 
everyone.” 

A spokesman from 
Kingston Council said they 
would be investigating the 
matter. 

In September 2010 Mr Flem¬ 
ing, of Selwyn Road, New 
Malden, hit the news when 
the Kingston Guardian re¬ 
ported he had admitted two 
counts of trading illegally by 
reusing a prohibited compa¬ 
ny name. 

He was sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court the 
following month and given a 
conditional discharge for two 
years.

Commuters face hike 
in off-peak rail fares

Commuters in the borough could 
face significantly higher Oyster 
fares from next year when a cap 
on off-peak charging will be 
raised. 

Residents who travel regularly 
into central London off-peak will 
be hit by a higher all-day rate 
that the Mayor of London’s office 
said was designed “to address the 
needs of flexible and part-time 
workers”. 

Some whose journeys were 
capped at £8.50 will see that fig¬ 
ure rise to £11.70. 

A one-day travelcard including 
zones one to six will increase by 
more than one-third from £8.90 to

A needle exchange will no longer be a 
part of the Kingston Wellbeing Service at 
its new location - wherever that turns 
out to be.

Almost 70 years worth of live 
music could be coming to an end 
at an iconic Kingston pub - de¬ 
pending on what direction a new 
landlord wants to take the venue. 

Richard Fletcher, landlord of 
the Grey Horse in Richmond 
Road, will be retiring after 15 
years running the town centre 
pub that has drawn music-lovers 
for years. 

He will be moving to Kent in 
January and the pub is expected 
to undergo refurbishment for 
some months after. 

Rumours have been circulating 
for months that the venue will be 
revamped into a gastro pub when 
Mr Fletcher leaves, potentially 
bringing the curtain down on the 
Grey Horse’s long history of live 
entertainment. 

But this week Mr Fletcher said: 
“Everybody is asking me 
whether the live music is closing 
- that’s the million dollar ques¬ 
tion that people keep asking me. 

“It is down to whoever takes 
over the pub what they want to 
do with it. At the moment I don’t 
know if anybody has been found. 

“It would be a shame because 
there has been live music here 
for nearly 70 years. Now that the 
Peel is gone, our live music 
venues are down.” 

The Sir Robert Peel, in Cam¬ 
bridge Road, had seen the likes of 
the Vaccines, Jamie T, Gallows

and John Newman perform 
there before it closed on April 27 
and has since been demolished. 

Musician James Goldsmith 
wrote on the Grey Horse’s Face- 
book page: “It’s a tragedy for 
music and culture in Kingston 
that the time has come for last 
orders. 

“Whatever the reasons, I want 
to thank you sincerely for pro¬ 
viding local (and not so local) 
artists with a platform to develop 
and perform.” 

But Mr Fletcher said: “If peo¬ 
ple were visiting the venue then 
it would not be changing.” 

Banquet Records co-founder 
Jon Tolley, who runs a number 
of live music events in Kingston, 
including the weekly New Slang 
night at McClusky’s, said: “Any 
live music venue closing is bad, 
but if that’s market forces then 
that’s what it is.” 

Young’s area manager Jeff 


Bygraves said the company was 
“hopeful” any new tenant would 
want to continue with live enter¬ 
tainment, but added: “The live 
music aspect of the pub will 
really be in the hands of the 
operator.” 

He said: “We have had quite a 
lot of interest. At the moment we 
have got a number of people who 
are looking at it, but as of yet we 
have no fixed plans for the pub.” 

He said the Grey Horse will 
“most definitely” continue as a 
pub. 

The Grey Horse’s famed Crack 
Comedy nights, which have 
brought in comedians such as 
Michael McIntyre and Dara 
O’Briain, could also be under 
threat. 

It is unclear what will happen 
to the Ram Jam Club, a small live 
venue at the back of the Grey 
Horse, which hosts gigs, film 
nights and philosophy groups.

The new lane priorities are not 
working at the Ace of Spades 
roundabout, particularly when 
joining from the A3 from the east, 
at Tolworth, or from the west, like 
the slip road next to the Cap in 
Hand. 

The new signage advises drivers 
that those queuing in the left lane 
must turn left, and all other traf¬ 
fic must queue in the right lane, 
including those intending to go 
straight ahead, which goes 
against the roundabout advice 
that is given in the Highway 
Code. 


In practice, what happens is that 
those in the right-hand lane going 
straight ahead get cut up by those 
in the left lane also going straight 
ahead. 

Also, those joining the round¬ 
about from the south (Chessing¬ 
ton) and intending to turn left 
towards Esher, seeing a car in the 
inside lane, assume that it is going 
all the way round towards Sur¬ 
biton, and they start to join the 
roundabout, only to find that the 
other car is also heading towards 
Esher. 

Add to this confusion the fact 


that many drivers now queue in 
the left-hand lane and then go all 
the way around the roundabout, 
effectively turning right, and it is 
a wonder there have not been 
more road accidents there. 

I think we should either have 
the signage changed back to how 
it was, so that those in the left lane 
turn left or go straight on, and 
those in the right lane turn right. 

Alternatively, have road kerbing 
added to ensure that those in the 
left lane do actually turn left.

But now an MEP has launched 
a campaign to hold phone 
service providers to account.

The politician said mobiles are 
a “lifeline for sick and elderly 
people” as well as parents keep¬ 
ing in touch with children.

“People find it infuriating when 
they rely on their phones, but 
then find it difficult or impossi¬ 
ble to make a simple call or ac¬ 
cess emails. 

“A first class global city should 
not have to put up with third rate 


communications. ” 

Loss of signal is a common 
complaint around the borough, 
with Surbiton and Kingston 
being hotspots for grumbling. 

The familiar situation of being 
unable to get a signal in Kingston 
town centre has seen some phone 
users dub the phenomenon, the 
“Kingston dip”. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said: “I think we are 
completely at one on this. In the 
coalition we have been working 
on ‘not-spots’. We’ve been work¬ 
ing with the industry to work out 
how they can end the existent 
not-spots.” 

A Government consultation 
into tackling the “not-spots”, run 
by the Department for Culture, 
Media and Sport, is open until 
midnight on November 26.

Rugby Club is the first under¬ 
water rugby club in the UK 
and they hold training ses¬ 
sions at Putney leisure 
centre. 

Oh Kraus, 33, 
v works in pub¬ 
lishing and 


set up the club after playing 
the game in Slovakia. 

He says: “I see it as an 
adrenaline sport. 

“You are underwater, hold¬ 
ing your breath and trying to 
get hold of the bah. 

“You may not have enough 
air left - but you want to push 
it.” 

Although popular in Eu¬ 
rope, particularly in Ger¬ 
many, the sport is widely 
unknown in the UK. 

Nevertheless, the club in 
Putney has grown since 
being set up last year, and in 
May they made their interna- 
V tional debut at the Firenze 
Tournament in Italy, 
^ where they took on 
teams from across 
I Europe. 

Underwater rugby 
is played between 
two teams 
of 


up to 12. Players pass a bah, 
filled with salt water so it 
sinks, in any direction and 
try to get it into the oppo¬ 
nents’ goal, which is a basket 
at the bottom of the deep 
pool. 

The ball must not leave the 
water and can move through 
the pool about two to three 
metres before water resis¬ 
tance stops it. 

Kraus says: “There are not 
many injuries. You may get a 
few bruises, but the water de¬ 
flects the impact of any 
collisions.” 

So what’s next for underwa¬ 
ter rugby in the UK? After all, 
it has been played in 
Germany since the 
1 1960s, but has only

, here.

received questions from peo¬ 
ple eager to start up clubs in 
different parts of the UK, 
however, the sport has cer¬ 
tain requirements that can 
be hard to find. 

Kraus says: “It can be a 
challenge to find the right 
size pool. 

“You also need specialist 
equipment - such as under¬ 
water baskets for the goals.” 

This hasn’t stopped the Put¬ 
ney club from coming along 
strongly, however, and they 
have been invited to a string 
of further tournaments in 
Europe 
since 


their debut in Italy.

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Tougher lending makes it harder to buy 



The looming election is also impacting on the market 


House prices are continuing to 
slow and new buyer demand 
tailed off in October, according to 
the latest RICS Residential Market 
Survey. 

Nationally, new buyer demand 
slipped for the fourth 
consecutive month with London 
bearing the brunt of the decline, 
as 62 per cent more surveyors 
reported a fall in new buyer 
demand across the capital. 
Meanwhile across the rest of the 
UK, demand dipped to a net 
balance of minus 18 per cent. 

As a result of the weaker trend 
in buyer interest, sales 
expectations are at their lowest 
point since the beginning of the 
year and the picture regarding 
near term price expectations is 
not dissimilar. 

Stock coming onto the market 
remained virtually unchanged in 
October continuing the trend 
which has been in place for much 
of the past year. 

As a result, even with the dip in 
demand, much anecdotal 
evidence from surveyors points 
to an ongoing challenge in 


securing adequate new 
instructions. 

At a national level, the slow¬ 
down in buyer activity in the 
sales market stands in marked 
contrast to the lettings market, 
where tenant demand continues 
to grow strongly. 

Rent expectations remain 
generally firm with respondents 
anticipating an increase of 
around 2.5 per cent over the next 
12 months across the whole of 
the country. 

Simon Rubinsohn, RICS Chief 
Economist, said: "The flatter 
trend in the market is partly a 
reflection of potential buyers 
becoming a little more cautious 
about making a purchase as more 
stringent lending criteria has 
made it harder to access 
mortgage finance. 

"An increasing awareness of 
the approaching general election 
also appears to be contributing 
to the softer market if the 
responses to the latest survey 
are anything to go by. However, 
with new instructions still flat at 
a headline level as has been the 


case for most of the last year it 
seems implausible that the dip in 
demand will result in very much 
of a decline in house prices. 

Meanwhile, the RICS says 
demand to rent property is 


growing as the sales market 
slows and this, coupled with a 
drop in supply of new stock to let, 
is helping to underpin the rental 
outlook for landlords pretty much 
across the whole of the country."

Keep an eye on neighbours 


People are being urged to keep 
an eye on elderly neighbours to 
make sure they don't fall victim 
to the 'silent killer' - carbon 
monoxide. 

This week is Carbon Monoxide 
Week which has been launched 
to raise awareness of how this 
odourless gas can cause loss of 
consciousness and, in severe 
cases, death. 

The campaign is being backed 
by Colemans, a national law firm 
which is campaigning for a new 
law to make CO detectors 
mandatory in rental properties. 

Melanie Burden, a partner at 
law firm Colemans-ctts which 
has represented several victims 
of carbon monoxide poisoning, 


said: "This is the time of year 
when the heating is turned on 
and people stay indoors. It's also 
the time of year which sees an 
increase in carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

"Elderly people are especially 
vulnerable, especially if they are 
housebound or frail. 

"The clients we have seen are 
just trying to get their lives back 
on track- and they are the lucky 
ones. 

"This deadly gas kills 40 
people every year in Britain, 
according to NHS statistics, 
however it is feared that the 
numbers of actual CO related 
deaths could be significantly 
higher."

Pricely parking 

UK drivers cause nearly three 
quarters of a billion pounds worth 
of damage annually simply parking 
their cars, according to research by 
Accident Exchange. 

Costing £1,428 on average to 
repair vehicle damage, car park 
prangs are second only to rear-end 
shunts as the most common kind of 
car accident. 

Up nearly four per cent since 
2010, it is estimated that there are 
500,000 car parking collisions of 
this type annually, or an eye¬ 
watering 1,373 every day. 

The replacement vehicle provider 
to the motor industry found most 
parking incidents take place at slow 
speeds but that does not stop 
motorists damaging doors, wheels, 
bumpers and other parts of the 
bodywork.
